«For example, in the theological debate between atheists and theists , both attempt to 
account for the existence of the universe using similar ideas. Atheists believe that the 
universe is self-contained and had no preceding ’cause’. Theists believe that the

Both theories contain a similar uncaused element, but, the theistic theory contains 
an additional assumption that the uncaused cause is a God. By employing Occam’s 
razor, many would guess that the simpler atheistic theory is more likely to be correct 
because it contains less unanswered questions (assumptions) than the theist one»
